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ADVISORY ACTION 

Response to Arguments 
1 . Applicant's arguments filed August 22, 2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Regarding claims 1,4-8,10,12-14,23,25-28 and 34, Applicants contend that Chan fails to 
meet the limitations of claim 1 and 23 in that the digital PBX is not an intelligent network node 
and that the digital PBX is not able to filter a portion of the audio stream and deliver a filtered 
audio stream to a call participant since the offending time slot is simply disconnected from the 
call. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. 

While Chan teaches of disconnecting the offending time slot, Chan also provides for an 
alternative method in which music suppression can be performed by filtering out the music 
energy from the subject time slot while leaving the time slot as part of the list of active time slots 
corresponding to each of the other time slots involved in the conference call. This is explained in 
column 7 in which filtering of the music and leaving the time slot active is used. Regarding 
"Intelligent Network Node", since the digital PBX is in a network and since it has the 
intelligence to determine offending time slots and to filter out the music, then the digital PBX is 
an Intelligent Network Node. 

Regarding claims 9,1 1,29-33, the claims are dependent upon either claim 1 or claim 23 
and the rejection is maintained for the reasons set forth in the Final Office Action.
